On t"hc receipts side of the 
statement the following each paid 
a shop license fee of §32: James 
Nixon, E. Barringer, A. Hender- 
son, Ingham Sharpe, T. A. Har- 
ton, John Bentley, John Maloney, 
W. G. Taylor. The following paid 
tavern licenses of $45 each: Mar- 
garet Forsyth, Charles Brelsford. 
W. L. Knight, Guysbert Bell, 

John Sharen. 

G. B. Hutchcroft was the tax 
collector, and turned over to the 
village S64 in statute labor tax 
and $792:34 collected through the 
village rate. 

An entry indicates that T. Pyne 
had been the reeve in the prev- 
ious year. 

On the expense side one item 
is a government grant of $100 
paid to Robert Alexander, teach- 
er. Total school expenditures 
were $852.36, made up of the 
government grant, $243.36 from 
the Clergy Reserve fund and 
$500 from a village school rate. 

Road, bridges and sidewalks J 
expenses amounted to $706.30. j 
This money was paid to the fol- 
lowing: A. Coryell T. Botsford.

As Successor To Crown 



Mayor Dr.tS. J. Boyd has given The Era the fol- 
lowing statement for publication: 

Democracy, although a good form of government, 

has many weaknesses. The average citizen wants 
everything, including a low tax rate. Unless we 
are willing to deny ourselves and do without many 
things it would be nice to have but which are not 
absolutely necessary, a low tax rate is impossible. 
I still think we could get along with an election 

every second year while we have a war on our 

hands. Of course the papers would lose the print- 
ing. That would be a contribution they could make 
towards winning the war. 

If all the smaller municipalities in Ontario were 
to forego an election for one year only, the saving of 
the people's time and money from several hundred 
municipalities would be a considerable amount. 

We are right now fighting for our lives. We 
should save every hour of time and every dollar 
possible and get on with the war. 

I am at present enjoying good health, although 
often weary from lack of rest and leisure. Next 
month I will have completed seven years of service 
as mayor. The work gets heavier every year. 1 
feel that the work as well as the honor which goes 
with the position of mayor should be passed around. 

The business of the town is now in good shape 
and running smoothly. 

By reason of the fact that I suggested we try to 
secure a military camp for Newmarket and then 
with the help of a very smart and efficient council 
was able to secure the camp has made a big differ- 
ence to the town financially. 

Many of the citizens have been able to pay their 
taxes and lay in some coal for the winter with the 
money they made working at the camp. 

The revenue we will receive from the sale of 
water and light to the camp will pay for the outlay 
we had to make, viz: 

(!) Laying a six inch main from the Srigley St. 
well to the edge of the camp property. 

(2) Installing heavy wire to carry electricity from 
the power house to the edge of the camp property. 

(3) Laying a trunk sewer from the edge of the 
camp property to the nearest main. 

(4) Improving the road to and from the camp. 

It is estimated by the department of militia and 
defence that soldiers spend over SO per cent of their 
pay in the vicinity whor» the camp is situated. 
When the camp is running full, there are over I 4 2(M) 
men, so calculating al the lowest wage received, 
i.e., $1,911 per day, you have 1,200 men spending: 
t)">c $780 per day, which would equal the pay-roll 
of a good-sized factory. 

The good results are showing already in that 
almost all available houses in town are rented. 

1 gave the citizens of Newmarket real good advice 
during the past two years when I urged them to 
secure a house for themselves, either to get an old 
one and fix it up, or build a new one on lots which 
cotdd be secured for almost nothing. 

1 am mayor until the end of the year so it is still 
my privilege to give leadership and advice. If you 
want a good mayor to follow in my place, elect 
Joseph Vale. This is a young man's age. Joe has 
all the qualities necessary. He is well educated, 
lie has had experience in both town and county 
council, lie has been with me for the past five 
years and could carry on the work without a hitch, 
lie has the same ideas of efficiency with economy 
which I have practised during my term of office. 

Again I wish to thank my friends and supporters, 
especially those who always gave me the smile and 
the word of encouragement. To the members of 
the council for their co-operation, which facilitated 
the speedy transaction of business, I am grateful. 
Mr, Mathews was always ready to drop his own 
business and assist me with town business whenever 
necessary. Altogether I enjoyed my seven year 
term as mayor of Newmarket, the finest town to 
live in in Canada.

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CANADA JOINS 
THE AMERICAS 
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Appointment by the dominion government of 
ministers to two of the larger South American 
countries is a step forward, and perhaps presages 
Canada's entry into the pan-American conference.

; Agnes Macphail, M. P., who in her years in 
parliament did more for Canadian social thinking 
than is generally realized, has an able successor 
in Mrs. Dorise Nielsen, western C. C. R member. 
Mrs. Nielsen is just as loyal as any Canadian, but 
she believes that Canadian democracy's first 
battle-line is in Canada. In a speech In parlia- 
ment this week she acknowledged the debt of 
Canadians generally to Canadians in active ser- 
vice, but she stressed the necessity of maintaining 
liberty at home. In time of war a lot of officious 
people with a flair for fascism get a chance to 
put their ideas into effect. People can be 
arrested in Canada at the present time and be 
held without reason given and without trial, on 
the spur of a policeman's idle moment, or at the 
bidding of some half-cock attorney-general.

Nielsen told how during the parliamentary recess 
police went from door to door in her riding ask- 
ing for printed copies of her parliamentary 
speeches and creating unnecessary suspicion.

There are, of course, some people today who 
consider that such thought has no place in a 
parliamentary address; that it should consist, on 
the contrary, of plain facts plainly stated — or, 
better still, pungently stated — with no idealism, 
no recognition of the higher aspirations of man- 
kind. The world would be the poorer if political 
leaders were to be subject to such a limitation. 
Certainly Mr. King is not. In his speech in 
parliament on Tuesday of this week he exhibited 
once more those fine qualities of mind and heart 
which have so often found expression in his 
addresses. 

Great truths were nobly expressed by the 
premier when he dealt with the dependence of the 
dictators upon material power to achieve their 
ends. He said: : 

"Material power alone, however, is not an 
enduring power. Strip domination of its material 
trappings and there is nothing left. Freedom, 
truth and justice, belong to a different realm. 
They are not material things capable of being 
consumed and destroyed; they are of the mind 
and of the spirit, they belong to the eternal 
realities. They are attributes of God Himself. In 

the end they are certain to triumph ... Domin- 
ation by a single dictator, or group of dictators 
may last for a time. It may extend its sway and 
its sweep, but it cannot endure. Freedom, truth 
and justice crushed to earth will rise again. It is 
the breath of God which alone gives life to the 
bodies of men. Freedom, truth and justice, these 
will endure; for not only do they give life but 
they continue to give it more abundantly/' 

Nearly all the great speakers of Canada have 

drawn upon the wisdom and imagery of the Bible 

in their finest addresses. Mr. King did so on 

Tuesday. To win in the present conflict, he said, 

it is necessary to "put on the whole armor of God." 

And then: 

t 

"Let it never be forgotten that 'we wrestle not 
against flesh and blood, but against principalities, 
against powers, against the rulers of the darkness 
of this world, against spiritual wickedness in high 
places/ Let us make sure that the helmet is also 
one of salvation; the sword, one of the spirit; and 
the shield, one of faith; that our loins are girt 
about with truth and that our breast-plate is one 
of righteousness, and that our feet are shod with 
the preparation of the gospel of peace/' 

To slay the dragon of Nazi Germany is, said 
Mr. King, the first duty. But he concluded with 
the following paragraph, characteristic of one 
whose interest has always been in the common 
people: 

"In equal measure however, we must strive 
throughout the struggle itself, and more than ever 
when the evil dragon of Naziism is slain, to see 
that never again, in our own or in any other land, 
shall the gods of materia) power, of worldly 
possessions and of special privilege be permitted to 
exercise their sway. Never again must we allow 
any man or any group of men to subjugate by fear 
and to crush by the power of might the spirit and 
the lives of honest and humble men." 

Thoughts such as these, the thoughts of one who 
has been consistently humanitarian in his outlook 
during his long public life become, in their 
nobility of expression, part of Canada's rich heri- 
tage of parliamentary eloquence. 



AS A PRODUCER OF BUNK 
PREMIER IS FACILE PRINCEPS 

<The Toronto Telegram) 
. From the local Liberal organ we hear without 
surprise that "among all Premier King's contem- 
poraries there is not one who. in a set speech, 
rises to such heights of noble thought, nobly ex- 
pressed, as Mr. King himself achieves." Rather 
nauseating it seems to vs. 

The organ seeks to establish its point by quoting 
sections from Mr. King's latest speech which prove 
nothing but that the premier has access to the 
Bible, Shakespeare, the speeches of Abe Lincoln, 
and Bartlelt's book, "Familiar Quotations/* To 
get Mr. King's own noble thought, nobly ex- 
pressed, it is necessary to look at the product of 
his own mind, such as, for instance, the set speech 
which he delivered at Kingston on August 7, 1935. 
He had charged that R. B. Bennett was a dictator 
following the example of Hitler and Mussolini. 
He had spoken of buildings being erected in 
Ottawa and Calgary to house tiie R.C.M.P.. and 
then went on to say: 

"'those are only two of the many buildings being 
built in Canada. There are drill halls, armories 
all over the country built at heavy cost. Why is 
that money being spent? It is to build up a great 
military force because all dictatorships demand 
force, and the last word in dictatorship is the 
cannon and what comes out of the cannon. 

"As you think of the elections to come ask 
yourself that little question, 'Whither are we tend- 
ing?* Think of what luis happened and ask your- 
self if we are making of Canada a second Italy, 
a second Germany or a second Russia." 

We don't imagine that Mr. King believed what 
lie said on that occasion. It was palpable bunk, 
and we give Canada's prime minister credit for 
sufficient shrewdness to know it was bunk. 

We recall Mr. King's disingenuous excuse on the 
occasion when he called parliament only to dis- 
solve it. He said that he had promised to "sum- 
mon" parliament before there was an election and 
that he had done so. Yet his promise was not that 
parliament would be summoned before an elec- 
tion, but that there would be a session of 
parliament before that event. 

We have observed, even in the .speech which 
has moved the organ to adulation, the manner in 
which Mr. King twists records to give them a 
meaning they do not bear. He quoted the guiding 

principle laid down by the Imperial Conference of 
1026 enunciating the "primary responsibility of 
each portion of the empire represented at the 
conference for its own local defence." This is not 
capable of more than one meaning, viz., that local 

defence is in the first place the responsibility of 

the local government. Yet Mr. King had no 
sooner read this guiding principle than he declared 
that it meant that "the first duty of each part of 
the empire was its own local defence." By twist- 
ing It in this way he sought to support the policy 

of his government that more effective cooperation 
with other parts of the empire must wait till 
Canada's defences were "secured," which h a 
repudiation of the obvious situation that the 
security of Canada's defences is best attained by 
effective co-operation with other parts of the 
empire. 

Mr. King's rank as a shrewd politician must be 
admitted.

Mr. Robinson denied that he had 
tyeen speeding and aafd that he had 
been going 45 miles an hour coming 
down the hill. "I was driving close 
to the white line and I put my 
brakes on at the curve/' he stated. 
He acknowledged that the car was 
a heavy one and that the rear 
wheels may have skidded over the 
centre line at the curve. » "I have 
been driving on this road over 11 
years and know the road very 
well." he stated. 

"I am satisfied that you were go- 
ing too fast around the curve/' 
said his worship. 

A charge of trespassing on the 
property of Ernest Comer, East 
GwilHmbury, against Peter Teebou, 
was dismissed. Magistrate Wood- 
llffe told the complainant, Mr. 
Comer, that the charge was not 
one for the criminal court and 
should be taken to the civil court. 

Questioned by Crown Attorney 
N. h. Mathews, K.C., Mr. Comer 
stated that he owned a village lot 
on which were a house and black- 
smith shop. He said that he had 
rented the shop to Mr. Teebou at 
$7 a month, and that since he had 

allowed the defendant to move in, 

ho had built the house adjoining 
the shop for which he had not ob- 
tained any rent. He said that the 
defendant had not paid his rent for 
the shop since June. Mr. Comer 
stated he had given Mr. Teebou a 
month's notice to vacate. 

In his defence Mr. Teebou stated 
that he had rented the house and 
shop for $7 a month and that he 
did not consider that he owed any 
rent, as Mr. Comer owed him S&i.lO 
for work he' did helping to build 
the house. He produced an itemiz- 
ed list of the work he had done for 
Mr. Comer and said that he had 
asked that it be settled. 

"Why didn't you sue him for it?" 
asked the crown attorney, N. L. 
Mathews, K. C. 

"What's he got?" asked the 
defendant. 

"He's got a house and lot/' com- 
mented the crown . 

"It's got a mortgage on it/' 
replied Mr. Teebou. 

After a preliminary hearing, F. 
H. Armitage. Ottawa, was committ- 
ed Tor trial, on a charge of fiaud, 
on the complaint of William L. 
Bos worth, Newmarket. 

Mr. Bosworth, who at one time 
had a grocery and china business 
In Newmarket and is now retired, 
testified that the defendant had 
come to his house with a business 
proposition of forming a company 
at Renfrew to make socks and one 
at Mcaford to make blankets for 
the soldiers. 

He said that Mr. Armitage told 
him that he (Mr. Armitage) had 
been commissioned by the federal 
government to form the companies 
and that he had an option on a mill 
in Renfrew for $12,000. 

"He said that it would take less 
than $18,000 to put it into shape," 
stated the witness. "I thought this 
was cheap. Mr. Amiitage said that 
he had an order from the govern- 
ment for 18.000 blankets at 99 cents 
a pound, four pounds to the 
blanket, the wool to cost 45 cents 
a pound." 

"Did he say when these blankets 
were to be delivered?" asked Crown 
Attorney C. R. Magone, Toronto, 
of the Ontario attorney-general's 
department. 

"He said they were to be deliver- 
ed on Dec. 1, 1040," the witness 
answcied. 

"He asked me to go on the board 
of directors." continued Mr. Bos- 
worth. "He said that he had 
assurance from the government 
that they would keep us busy for 
the duration of the war and one 
year after." 

Questioned as to the othfcr 
members of the hoard of director*;, 
Mr. Bosworth said that there were 
"seven. Captain I/Amour, Mr. Mac- 
Nab, of the King Edward hotel, 
Mr. Menxic* of Oakville. Mr. 
KnJght, Mcaford, another gentle- 
man from MeafoixJ, Mr. Armitage 
and myself."- 

"Was there anything said when 
this company was expected to be 
going?" asked Mr. Magone. "It 
was to be going in a very few 
weeks/' the witness replied. 

"Why did he conic to y«u?" the 
Cl Own asked. "I haven't been able 
to find out. I asked him once, f 
said that I must be on the suckers' 
list in Toronto. I gave him a 
cheque for $100 for ton shares of 
preferred stock and 300 common. 
He said that on all subscriptions 
lie wouldn't take less than $1,000 
and that $100 was to he put down." 

Questioned by Mr. Magone, Mr. 
Bosworth said that he later gave 

the note for $000. 

"He asked me if I knew anyone 
else to whom lie could sell shares," 
continued the complainant. "I 
gave him the names of J. O. I.iltle, 
W. H. Eves, Dr. S. J. Boyd and 
later told him of Mr, G, D, Wnrk 
of OriUfa/' 

'"What happenrd when you gave 
him the note?" asked the crown. 

"U'lter he said that he had to pay 

some debts— wages at the Meafoi-d 

woollen mills. He said that he had 

been disappointed in some of the 

men who hn<| subscribed. He 

asked If I would give a note. II 

was to be given to the woollen 

mills. I told hlrn that I had no 

money—Omt my wife was the 

patriotic member of the house. 

He said that Dr. I. J. Bogart, 

Kingston, would cash the note. I 

sal down and made out a note for 

I. J. Bogart for $000 due In two 
months." 

Mr. Bosworth said that he did 
not fill in the interest on the note, 
as he did not know what Mr. 
Bogart would charge, and that 
when the latter wrote t\m\ suggest- 
ed six per cent, he ngrced to It. 
Ho stated that he had visited 
Meaford. and as ft result of what 
he found there, ho communicated 
with Mr. liogart and asked that 
his note he sent back to him, hut 
that ho had not received it. 

"Why did you hand over the 
chcmio and note (to Mr. Atml- 
tuge>?" asked the crown. 

"Well, the principal reason was 
that It was a patriotic purpose," 
answered the J*itiicff*» 

"How was It patriotic?" "We 
all knew (hat the soldiers need 
blankets. I also thought that ns I 
wan going on the hoard, I would 
become 



woollen business." Mr. Bosworth 
satd that his son was a member of 
the Queen's York Rangers and 
that he thought that there would 
be a future for him In the woollen 
milts later. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Agar, 
Toionto, defence lawyer, the wit- 
ness said that he was 56 years of 
age and that the extent of his 
education was public school. He 
stated that he had been a delivery 
boy for Mr. Smith, who had a 
grocery and crockery business on 
Main St., Newmarket, and that he 
had worked his way up In the 
business until he later became pro- 
prietor. He said that he retired in 
1930, when his grocery business was 
failing and leased his building to 
the A. and P. Co. 

"To what extent have you dealt 
in stocks?" asked Mr. Agar. "Since 
1928." he answered. 

"That was when we all went In," 
commented the crown attorney. 

"Yes, and that is about the time 
that we all went out too/' retorted 
the defence. 

Questioned further by Mr. Agar, 
the complainant admitted having 
losses in other stock purchases 
before and that he had complained 
to the stockbrokers about them. 
He said that he had not visited 
Meaford when he gave the cheque 

and signed the note, but that when 
he did visit that town he became 
dissatisfied with his purchase. He 
further stated that when he visited 
Mr. Armitage in the hospital that 
the latter told- him that he needed 
$9,000 more to finish up the mill, 
whereas when he first came to 
Mr. Bosworth's home he led him 
to believe that he had all but 
§3.500. 

"What caused you to be dissatis- 
fied when you visited Meaford?" 
asked the counsel for the defence. 
Mr. Bosworth replied that he had 
seen the lawyers there, who told 
him that the deal for the mill there 
had fallen through because of lack 
of payments. 

Asked if it was true that he went 
into the deal because he wanted to 
do something patriotic for this 
country, the witness replied that it 
was partly the reason. "That and 
the order from the government for 
18,000 blankets." Mr. Bosworth 
estimated that this first order, 
amounting to $72,000 would cover 

expenses and make a profit. 

The court adjourned for dinner, 
during which time the witness was 
asked to look over his files for 
copies of his correspondence With 
Mr. Bogart and Mr. Armitage. 
When couit was again called to 
order, Mr. Bosworth produced the 
letters. Later John Neville, of the 
department of national defence, 
Ottawa, when called to the stand, 
stated that his file showed letters 
fiom Mr. Armitage but that there 
was no rccoid of any contract 
being given to that peison or the 
Meaford woollen mills. 

Pleading guilty to a charge of 
stealing a hen from the chiclieu- 
coop of Boss Blakoly, service 
station manager. Pefferlaw. Wil- 
liam Greig, a neighbor, was fined 
$10 and coats or 20 days. 

Constable Wm. Hill stated that 
from information he had received 
he questioned Mr. Grei» and that 
the latter at first denied taking th. 
hen. The officer said that later he 
told him that he had been drunk 
and that Mrs. Harris, the woman 
for whom he was working, asked 
him to get her a hen for supper 
and that he took the hen from the 
Blakeiy hen-house. He told the 
police officer that "if there Is anv 
trouble, I'll pay for it/' 

"I work for Mrs. Harris/' stated 

the defendant. "I went to Mr. 

Blakely's to get her a hen. I 

knocked on the door, but there was 

no one there. I went to the pen 

and got u hen. Mrs. Harris has a 

charge account with the Blake- 
lys." 

Mrs. Harris testified that she had 
sent Mr. Orelg to Mrs. Blakely's to 
get a chicken and to charge U to 
her account, "f didn't want him 
to steal the chicken." she stated. 

Mrs. Dorine Blakeiy testified 
that chickens had been missing on 
two occasions and that no mention 
had been made of paying for the 
chicken in question. 

"Yon had no business taking the 
hen," said his worship. "Keep 
your hands off chickens hi future 
or ymi will find yourself behind 
bars." .. 

Because he failed to supply the 
full information asked for on n 
form sent out by the dominion 
bureau of statistics, W. W. Osborne, 
plumber, was fined $20 including 
costs. Mr. Osborne told the court 
last week that he was unable to 
supply the full information about 

his business In 1030 as he had not 
employed a bookkeeper.

Defence Counsel Haxlcn moved 

that the charge against Ross he 
dismissed for lack of evidence 

against him. 

"There is the evidence of Mr. 
Parks that there were four men 
at his home, four men who were 
going to have sonic fun." stated 
the crown attorney, Mr. Mathews. 
"Mr. Parks said that one of these 
men was Ross." 

"I think there is enough evidence 
to call for a trial," said his worship. 

In his testimony Hugh Ross 
denied breaking into the home of 
Mr. Vandeberg or calling at Mr.

"Why did you take him to Lind- 
say?" asked the crown. 

"I didn't want those stories going 
about that he was calculating," 
replied Mr. Ross. 

"Is it true that you took him 
there to keep him quiet until after 
this case was over?" "Partly, yes." 



Clifford Rea, whose father had 
been a Spanish consul for five 
years, denied telling the police that 
he visited the Vandebcrg home on 
the night of Jan. 21. He said that 
he meant that he had been there 
one night by himself and "did 
some yelling." 

Delbert Crowder told the court 
that he had been in "on the fun."

laid by Constable Wm. Hill; Harry 
Vanstone. charged with inflicting 
grievous bodily harm by use of a 
cane on complaint of Clifford Rea.
